Lowes Dickinson* In this book the author 
defined various forms of society. 
Notice 


that '"various forms of society" and 'not 
"various forms of government" are speci- 
fied. 
A f overnment may be republican in 


form but an oligarchy in reality; it may be 
a monarchy in form but a democracy in 
reality. The form of the society is the 
reality. 
If the machinery of government 


theoreticall> pUce,s the sovereign power m 
the bands of the people that government iy 
called a republican form; if the .sovereign 


oj wealth, who control by reason or 
wealth, the form of society b oligarchial. 


The actual form of society and not the 


theoretical form of government h the 
significant thing: the thing that affects 
every citizen. It Is important that the peo- 
ple be not deluded bv_ words 
they should 


be" satisfied 6'nly by the actualityrnot "by 
deceptive names which mean ' nothing. 
What is more, they should distinguish 
clearly between those people who believe 


acttnrt working democracy.

C. Lowes Dleldusfli h« pointed out 


xthe real difference between those who dis- 
^trust popular rule and those'who nave faith 


in ft, Those whd rrMntam Wat ffife people^ 


democracy, he says, as "the rule of a mass 
that has no standards." Those who main- 
tain that the people are capable of self- 
government define democracy as "the rule 
of- a mass that has standards, and right 
standards." 


The difference h&faveen these two atti- 


tudes toward popular rule is more than 
important: it is vitair 
In the one case the 


rule of the'people is held to be that of a 
dangerous, unthinking mob. 
In the other 


case the rule of the people is held to be 
that of enlightened individuals, not of ignor- 
ant, jealous and small-minded units. 
The 


difference is SQ essential that distinct names 
are required for the two concepts.

former is called ochlocracy, mob-rule or 
mobocracy; "democracy" is reserved for 
the rule of a people that has right standards.
